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CURRENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN CANADA 


Despite the decline in commodity and speculative prices, due mainly to un- 
settlement in Europe, the major factors indicating the trend of economic condi- 
tions in Canada averaged practically the same in September as in the preceding 
month. Constructive developments included the further advance in business 
operations and the rise in deposit liabilities of the banks at the beginning of the 
month. A great part of the advance in common stock prices recorded about the 
first of July was offset by reaction in September. A strong rally occurred com- 
mencing with September 28th, and the reaction of that month has been counter- 
balanced by the advance of the last few weeks. The index of common stock 
prices on the base of 1926 was 105-9 in the week of October 6, a decline of 6-8 p.c. 
from the same week of 1937. During September and October last year a marked 
reaction was in progress. From November to the present time, despite consider- 
able fluctuation common stock prices have shown no definite trend either in an 
upward or downward direction. 

Wholesale prices averaged lower in September than in the preceding month, 
but the weekly indexes of the last six weeks exhibited resistance to influences of 
depression. The decline was pronounced week by week during July and August. 
Since that time a strong undertone has developed and speculative commodities 
on the average are recording a rebound. The highest point of recent years in 
wholesale prices was reached in July of last year. A downward trend has been 
in evidence since that time. The net result is that the index on the base of 1926 
was 74-2 in the week of October 7, a decline of 12-5 p.c. from the same week 
of 1937. The heavier crops of the present year have had a reactionary influence 
on the prices of farm products, and the deficit from the same period of 1937 is 
in oe attributable to heavier supplies of grain seeking an outlet in overseas 
markets. 

A considerable decline was shown in Dominion bonds during the greater 
part of September. The reaction was due to external conditions and a rally in 
recent weeks has counteracted the greater part of the reaction. Advances were 
shown in demand and notice deposits at the beginning of September, the index, 
after seasonal adjustment, rising from 122-3 to 123-7. Current loans have also 
shown an increase during the last year or more, but a considerable surplus exists 
in notice deposits over current loans. 

The index of the physical volume of business recorded a gain in September 
over the preceding month, rising from 110-8 to 119-2. Exports of copper, nickel 
and zine recorded marked increase over the preceding month. The outward 
shipment of copper was 49-5 million pounds against 46 million in August. As 
the gain was contraseasonal, the index rose from 505 to 577. Nickel exports also 
rose to a high point in September, the total having been 19-1 million pounds 
against 15-0 million in August. The index rose from 311 to 380 and outward 
shipments were higher than in any other September in history. The outward 
flow of zinc also rose sharply, the total having been 23-4 million pounds against 
17-7 million in August. The exports of silver showed a considerable decline. 
Exports of asbestos and imports of bauxite rose to higher levels although the 
increase in the outward shipments of asbestos were less than normal for the 
season. 

The index of the manufacture of foodstuffs rose from 97 to 105. The milling 
industry was considerably more active in most departments, the production of 
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flour rising from 928,700 barrels to 1,103,000 barrels. The manufacture of sugar 
showed an increase after seasonal adjustment, a gain of about ten points being 
shown in the index. The meat-packing industry was more active than in August 
as shown by a gain in the index of slaughterings from 130 to 142. The gain in 
cattle slaughterings was slightly less than normal for the season while consider- 
able gains were shown in sheep and hogs. The production of factory cheese was 
slightly greater after seasonal correction while the output of creamery butter was 
greater than in any other September since 1932, when monthly statistics were 
first collected. The index rose from 154 in August to 159 in the month under 
review. Canned salmon exports were much heavier than in August, the gain 
exceeding the normal seasonal movement by a wide margin. 

The release of tobacco for consumption showed a slight recession in Septem- 
ber. The increase in the release of cigars was less than normal for the season, 
the index receding from 70 to 62. The release of cigarettes at 624-6 million 
against 668-8 million was nearly maintained after seasonal adjustment. 

The consumption of raw cotton by the textile industry showed a considerable 
gain in September, the total having been 10-2 million pounds against 8-7 million 
in the preceding month. As the gain was contraseasonal the index moved up 
from 107-6 to 136. A decline was shown in the imports of cotton yarn and 
thread for further manufacture, while the wool manufacturing industry recorded 
a marked gain in its purchase of raw materials from external markets. The 
index advanced from 72 to 136. The net result was that the index showing the 
trend in the textile industry rose from 100-6 to 132-3. 

The forestry industry was more active in September than in the preceding 
month, a considerable gain having been shown in newsprint production. The 
output was 231,940 tons against 220,303 tons in the preceding month. The 
index after seasonal adjustment rose from 137 to 152. The exports of planks and 
boards recorded a moderate increase after seasonal adjustment. The total out- 
ward movement was 139-4 million feet, the index advancing from 67 to 71. The 
exports of shingles and of wood pulp showed moderate recession. 

Pig iron production recorded a gain after seasonal adjustment, the index 
advancing from 78 to 84. The output of automobiles at 6,089 was greater than 
in any September since 1930. A considerable gain was shown over August after 
seasonal adjustment. Petroleum imports were particularly heavy in September, 
being greater than in the same month for any other year in the post-war period. 
Total imports were 184-3 million gallons against 132-2 million in August. 

The construction industry was slightly less successful in obtaining new busi- 
ness in September, contracts awarded having been $19-5 million against $22-1 
million. The movement of grain had a salutary influence on carloadings, the 
total having been 249,594 cars against 213,082 in August, the index advancing 
from 76 to 81. 

Newsprint , 

The paper industry expanded operations during September, the output of 
newsprint having been 231,940 tons against 220,300 tons in the preceding month. 
The increase was contrary to seasonal tendencies as production in September 
is normally about 5 p.c. below that of August. The output in September 
was larger than in any other month of the present year. The comparison 
with September, 1937, however, was unfavourable as the total at that time 
was 312,351 tons. <A decline of 25-7 p.c. was indicated. Shipments in Septem- 
ber were 230,346 tons, a new high point for the present year, and 12-7 p.c. 
above that of August. 

Construction Contracts 

The new business obtained by the construction industry showed a decline 
in September slightly more than normal for the season. The total was 
$19,535,000 against $22,113,000 in the preceding month. Increases were shown 
in the western areas, September contracts being heavier than in any other 
month of the present year. The total of contracts awarded in the first nine 
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months of this year was $143,462,000, showing a considerable decline from 
the same period of 1937. It was reported that contemplated new work amounted 
to $24,395,000 in September against $24,618,000 in the preceding month. 


Unemployment Relief 


The total of fully employable persons stood at 124,000 in August, a decline 
of 6 p.c. from the July total of 132,000. The net decline from the same month 
of last year was 13 p.c. The peak this year was reached in February, at 174,932, 
and declines have been shown month by month since that time. The August 
total of those receiving non-agricultural material aid was 474,000 persons, a 
decline of 24,000 or 5 p.c. from July. Approximately 70,000 farmers who, 
with their dependents, account for a farm population of 304,000 were reported 
receiving agricultural aid. Some decline was shown from July of this year 
but the total was 30 p.c. greater than in August, '1937. The increase in the 
grand total was wholly attributable to the fact that the larger numbers of 
farm population on aid in Saskatchewan more than offset the reduction in the 
numbers on urban aid throughout the country. 


Export Trade 


For the six months ended September, 1938, exports were valued at $419-2 
million compared with $577-7 million in the same period of last year. Exports 
of foreign produce in the same comparison amounted to $37-4 million and $8-8 
million, respectively. The large increase in foreign exports was accounted 
for by substantial re-exports of foreign gold in minted coin this year, amounting 
to approximately $33 million in the six months ended September compared 
with only $17,000 in the same portion of last year. These exports of previously 
imported gold substituted for exports of Canadian metal, and part of the decline 
in domestic exports is accounted for by the drop in shipments of non-monetary 
gold bullion from $70-3 million in the six months ended September last year 
to $23-9 million in the same period of this year. 

The grand total exports of merchandise, coin and bullion, with adjustment 
for earmarkings of gold at the Bank of Canada amounted to $659-6 million 
in the first eight months of the present year against $751-1 million in the same 
period of 1937. Imports of merchandise, coin and bullion amounted to $477 
million against $523-5 million. The active balance of trade on this basis during 
the elapsed portion of 1938 was $182-6 million against $227-6 million in the 
same months of 1937. 


Wholesale Prices 

The trend of wholesale prices was downward during the first nine months 
of the present year. Owing mainly to the excellent crops of this year the price 
of farm products, especially grains, was particularly weak during July and 
August. A persistent decline occurred in the general index of wholesale prices 
during the two months. In September, however, the decline was halted at 
least temporarily. The weekly index of 576 commodities showed only minor 
fluctuations during the six months ended October 6. In view of the declining 
trend during the last fourteen months, the Canadian price level is considerably 
below the corresponding period of 1937. The index during the week of October 
7 was 74-2 against 84-8 in the same week of 1937, a decline of 12} p.c. During 
the early weeks of October metal prices were particularly strong on the London 
and New York markets. The price of electrolytic copper in London was £51 
5s. on October 11 against £46 15s. on September 12. Domestic copper in New 
York advanced to 11 cents a pound on October 13, representing a gain of a 
full cent a pound since late July. At that time, industrial revival and expanded 
demand had enabled producers to begin reducing unsold metal which had been 
accumulating on their hands for months during the 1937-38 business recession. 
Advances have also recently been recorded in lead and zinc, the quotation 
for the latter now ruling higher than at any time since November last year. 
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Security Prices 

Despite considerable fluctuation, common stock prices have resisted the 
influences of depression during 1938. In the early weeks of October the standing 
of January was practically recovered. Dominated very largely by the un- 
certainty of the European political situation, stock prices moved through two 
complete cycles during September. The decline during the month was counter- 
acted by advances in the last few days and in the early weeks of October. The 
index of stock prices in the week of October 7 was only about 7 p.c. below the 
same week of 1937, when a severe reaction was in progress. Dividend payments 
by Canadian corporations in September were in excess of those of any similar 
month since 1930 and almost a million dollars above the total for the same month 
of 1937. Total disbursements, according to unofficial estimates, amounted to 
$19,676,000 compared with $18,747,000 in September, 1937, and $14,583,000 
for the same month of 1936. 

Dividend payments in October by companies whose shares are traded on 
the Montreal stock and curb markets will total $14-3 million. This represents 
a decline of $994,000 from the $15,261,000 paid in the same month of last year, 
a total of 89 companies making dividend payments this month against 91 
companies in the same month of 1937. Canadian mines will distribute $4,691,000 
during October. Including extras, 21 dividends were announced for the month 
and the list was featured by a large number of British Columbia mines. Distri- 
bution for the ten months ended October amounted to $191-8 million as against 
$181-6 in the same period of 1937, an increase of $10-2 million. 


International Trade in Securities 

During the first eight months of 1938 the value of Canada’s international 
trade in securities was almost $440 million, as compared with over $731 million 
for the similar period of 1937. However, the net inward movement of capital 
was greater in 1938, net sales to all countries to the end of August, 1938, exceeding 


$26-6 million, compared with slightly over $8 million in the same months of 
1937. Sales on balance to the United States for the first eight months of 1938 
were more than $25-5 million; during the same period-Canada purchased on 
balance from the United Kingdom securities to the extent of almost $9-3 million, 
and sold on balance to “other countries’ more than $10 million in securities. 

During the eight-month period, Canada sold on balance over $10-6 million 
of Canadian bonds and almost $17-5 million of Canadian stocks to the United 
States, over $1-6 million in Canadian bonds to the United Kingdom and $2-1 
million in Canadian bonds and $8-8 million in Canadian stocks to “other 
countries”; during the same period repurchases of Canadian stocks from the 
United Kingdom exceeded $9-1 million. 

It was announced from Washington that United States investments in 
Canada amounted to $3,630,000,000, more than one-third of the total United 
States investments abroad. The Canadian investments compare with $2,562 
million in South America, $2,372 million in Europe, and more than $800 million 
in the West Indies. 


Dominion Finance 

Dominion revenues were nearly $287 million in the first six months of 
the present fiscal year compared with $280 million in the corresponding period 
of the preceding fiscal year. Special receipts brought the grand total to $287 -5 
million compared with $280-9 million. Total ordinary expenditure amounted 
to $176-7 million against 174-5 million. Special expenditures showed decline 
of $13-5 million against $20-6 million, while disbursements to Government- 
owned enterprises rose from $29-8 million to $43-1 million. An increase was 
shown in National Defence expenditure while the payment of interest on the 
public debt dropped from $59-1 million to $55-3 million. The net gain in 
revenues was made possible by the showing of income tax receipts. The increase 
during the first five months was $20-8 million and to this should be added the 
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gain in September of $1-1 million, bringing the totals for the half year to nearly 
$22 million. Declines were shown in customs duties, excise duties and excise 
taxes. Total taxation receipts for the first six months of 1938 were $263 million 
compared with $255-5 million for the first half of the preceding fiscal year. 
Conditions in the United States 

The volume of industrial production increased in September for the fourth 
consecutive month. One-third of the decline which took place between August 
last year and May of the present year has been counterbalanced. The improve- 
ment in industrial output in September was made in the face of the restraining 
influence of the critical situation in Europe. Steel mill operations increased 
steadily during the month, operations being the highest since October, 1937. 
Inventories of copper, lead, and zine declined in August. Shipments of copper 
and zine increased. Demand for non-ferrous metals was stimulated in the 
month under review by uncertainty caused by the European crisis, rising prices 
on the London market, and good domestic business. Construction contracts 
with seasonal adjustment declined slightly in September, but the total exceeded 
that for the same month of last year by more than 25 p.c. Automobile pro- 
duction recorded an increase in the last part of September, shut-downs for the 
introduction of new models having taken place earlier than usual. Declines 
occurred in most branches of the textile industry during the month under review. 
Gains were recorded in retail sales during September, resuming the advance 
experienced in June and July. Sales of department stores and chain grocery 
stores were maintained in the latest month for which statistics are available. 
The railway freight movement was 10 p.c. larger than in May, the low month 
of the present year. The major groups of freight participated in the advance 
over the preceding month. The output of electric power advanced more than 
seasonally expected during the month under review, this being the fifth successive 
monthly increase after seasonal adjustment. A gain was reported in the pro- 
duction of bituminous coal but the levels of 1937 were not regained. Wholesale 
prices recorded advance in September, the changes being due to advances 
in farm products. <A declining fluctuation was shown in common stock prices 
during the greater part of the month, but sharp recovery occurred in the last 
few days, the advance being extended in the early part of October. Industrial 
and railway stocks in the first two weeks of October exceeded the maximum 
of last August. The monetary gold stock increased $579 million during the 
four-week period ended September 28, the total potential increase in member 
bank reserves being about $632 million. The reserves of the member banks, 
however, showed a moderate gain as $336 million in currency including gold 
were impounded in the general fund of the Treasury. 


Conditions in the United Kingdom 

Industrial activity in the United Kingdom has been fairly well maintained 
for four months following the drastic decline of the first part of 1938. In the 
last twelve months, while the index of business activity has fallen about 10 p.c., 
the index of employment dropped only 2} p.c. A possible explanation is that 
the recession has been met more by short-time than by dismissals. Among 
the unfavourable influences is the political crisis which brought Europe to the 
brink of war. The effect of the tension was clearly discernible in the absence 
of the usual increase in the flow of new orders to industry. An acceleration 
in rearmament has improved recent prospects regarding the general level of 
economic activity. The shrinkage in demand compelled the iron and steel 
industry to reduce its output during the month. The coal mining industry 
showed some improvement, but output in August was 63 p.c. smaller than in 
the corresponding month of 1937. Domestic sales of private cars were 20 p.c. 
below one year ago and sales of commercial vehicles recorded a drop of 12 p.c.

STATISTIQUES COURANTES DES AFFAIRES AU CANADA 


En dépit du déclin dans le cours des denrées et des valeurs spéculatives, principalement 
attribuable 4 l’instabilité en Europe, les principaux facteurs tracant l’orientation de la situation 
économique au Canada donnent en septembre 4 peu prés la méme moyenne que le mois précé- 
dent. Les développements constructifs comprennent une autre avance dans les opérations com- 
merciales et une hausse des dépéts bancaires au début du mois. Une grande partie de l’avance 
des actions ordinaires vers le ler juillet est compensée par la réaction en ce mois-ld. Une forte 
reprise se produit 4 partir du 28 septembre et la réaction de septembre est contre-balancée par 
lavance des quelques derniéres semaines. La semaine du 6 octobre l’indice du cours des actions 
ordinaires, sur la base de 1926, s’établit A 105-9, déclin de 6-8 p.c. sur la méme semaine de 
1937. En septembre et octobre l’an dernier il y avait réaction marquée. De novembre jusqu’a 
date, malgré de considérables fluctuations le cours des actions ordinaires n’a affiché aucune orien- 
tation définie, soit vers la hausse, soit vers la baisse. 

Les prix de gros donnent en septembre une moyenne plus faible que le mois précédent, mais 
les indices mensuels des six derniéres semaines montrent de la résistance aux influences dépressives. 
Le déclin est prononcé d’une semaine & |’autre en juillet et aot. Depuis ce temps un solide 
arriére-plan se dessine et les denrées spéculatives, en moyenne, se raffermissent. Les prix de gros 
ont atteint la cime de ces derniéres années en juillet 1937. Depuis ce temps I’orientation est & 
la baisse. Le résultat net est que l’indice, sur la base de 1926, s’établit 4 74-2 la semaine du 7 oc- 
tobre, déclin de 12-5 p.c. sur la méme semaine de 1937. Les récoltes plus abondantes de cette 
année exercent une influencé réactionnaire sur les prix des produits de la ferme et la baisse com- 
parativement 4 la méme période de 1937 est partiellement attribuable aux approvisionnements 
plus considérables de grain cherchant un débouché sur les marchés d’outre-mer. 

Les obligations du Dominion déclinent considérablement la majeure partie de septembre. 
La réaction est due aux conditions extérieures, mais la reprise de ces derniéres semaines neutralise 
la majeure partie de la réaction. Au début de septembre les dépéts 4 demande et 4 préavis mon- 
trent des avances et l’indice, aprés ajustement saisonnier, monte de 122-3 & 123-7. Les préts 
courants ont également augmenté l’an dernier, mais il existe un surplus considérable des dépéts 
4 préavis sur les préts courants. 

L’indice du volume physique des affaires fait en septembre un gain sur le mois précédent, 
montant de 110-5 4 119-2. Les exportations de cuivre, de nickel et de zinc montrent une aug- 
mentation marquée sur le mois précédent. Les expéditions de ¢cuivre A l’extérieur s’élévent & 
49,500,000 livres, 4 rapprocher de 46,000,000 en aofit. Comme le gain est hors de saison, 1’indice 
monte de 505 4 577. Les exportations de nickel atteignent également un haut point en septembre, 
le total étant de 19,100,000 livres comparativement 4 15,000,000 en aofit. L’indice passe de 311 
& 380 et les expéditions A l’extérieur sont plus fortes qu’en tout autre mois de septembre dans 
Vhistoire. De méme, la sortie de zinc augmente brusquement, le total étant de 23,400,000 livres 
comparativement 4 17,700,000 en aofit. Les exportations d’argent déclinent considérablement. 
Les exportations d’amiante et les importations de bauxite atteignent de plus hauts niveaux, bien 
que l’augmentation des expéditions d’amiante soit moins que normale pour la saison. 

L’indice des industries alimentaires passe de 97 4 105. La minoterie est considérablement 
plus active dans la plupart des compartiments, la production de farine montant de 928,700 a 
1,103,000 barils. La production de sucre accuse une augmentation, aprés ajustement saisonnier, . 
et l’indice fait, un gain d’environ dix points. Les abattoirs et salaisons sont plus actifs qu’en aoit, 
ainsi que l’indique le gain de 130 4 142 dans |’indice des abatages. Le gain est légérement moins 
que normal pour les abatages de bétes 4 cornes, tandis que ceux de moutons et pores montrent 
des gains considérables. La production de fromage est un peu plus grande, aprés correction sai- 
sonniére, tandis que la production de beurre de crémerie est plus forte qu’en tout autre mois de 
septembre depuis 1932, alors que les premiéres statistiques mensuelles ont été colligées. L’indice 
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passe de 154 en aodt 4 159 le mois sous revue. Les exportations de saumon en boite sont beau- 
coup plus considérables qu’en aoit, le gain excédant par une grande marge le mouvement sai- 
sonnier normal. 

Les dédouanements de tabac pour la consommation rétrogradent légérement en septembre. 
L’augmentation des dédouanements de cigares est moins que normale pour la saison, |’indice 
reculant de 70 & 62. Les dédouanements de cigarettes, 624,600,000 comparativement 4 668,- 
800,000, se maintiennent 4 peu prés, aprés ajustement saisonnier. 

La consommation de coton brut fait un gain considérable en septembre; elle est de 10,200,000 
livres comparativement A 8,700,000 le mois précédent. Comme le gain est hors de saison, |’indice 
passe de 107-6 4 136. Il y a déclin dans les importations de fil et filé de coton pour plus ample 
transformation, tandis que |’industrie manufacturiére de la laine montre un gain marqué dans 
ses achats de matiéres premiéres provenant des marchés extérieurs. L’indice avance de 72 A 136. 
Le résultat net est que l’indice mesurant l’activité de l'industrie textile passe de 100-6 a 132-3. 

En septembre |’industrie forestiére est plus active que le mois précédent et la production de 
papier 4 journal fait voir un gain considérable. La production est de 231,940 tonnes, contre 
220,303 le mois précédent. Aprés ajustement saisonnier, l’indice passe de 137 A 152. Les expor- 
tations de madriers et planches augmentent modérément, aprés ajustement saisonnier. Le mouve- 
ment vers l’extérieur est de 139,400,000 pieds et l’indice avance de 67 4 71. Les exportations de 
bardeaux et de pulpe de bois montrent une régression modérée. 

La production de fonte en gueuse fait un gain, aprés ajustement saisonnier, l’indice avancant 
de 78 & 84. La production d’automobiles (6,089 unités) est plus grande qu’en tout mois de sep- 
tembre depuis 1930. Aprés ajusement saisonnier, le gain sur aoft est considérable. Les im- 
portations de pétrole sont particuliérement fortes en septembre, étant plus considérables que le 
méme mois de toute autre année de l’aprés-guerre. Les importations forment un total de 184,- 
300,000 gallons comparativement 4 132,200,000 en aot. 

La construction est un peu moins heureuse dans |’obtention de nouvelles affaires en sep- 
tembre, les contrats adjugés étant de $19,500,000 comparativement 4 $22,100,000. Le mouve- 
ment du grain exerce une influence salutaire sur les chargements de wagons; le total est de 249,594 


wagons comparativement 4 213,082 en aofit et l’indice passe de 76 A 81. 


Papier 4 journal 

La papeterie prend de l’expansion en septembre. La production de papier 4 journal est de 
231,940 tonnes, a rapprocher de 220,300 le mois précédent. L’augmentation est contraire aux 
tendances saisonniéres, puisque normalement la production en septembre est d’environ 5 p.c. 
au-dessous de celle d’aofit. En septembre la production est plus forte qu’en tout autre mois de 
Yannée courante. Toutefois, la comparaison avec septembre 1937 dst défavorable, car le total 
de ce mois-la était de 312,351 tonnes. Le déclin est de 25-7 p.c. Les expéditions en septembre 
s’établissent 4 230,346 tonnes, nouvelle cime de |’année courante et augmentation de 12-7 p.c. 
sur aoit. 


Contrats de construction 

En septembre les nouvelles affaires dans la construction accusent un déclin un peu plus que 
normal pour la saison. Le total est de $19,535,000 comparativement 4 $22,113,000 le mois pré- 
cédent. Il y a des augmentations dans les régions de ]’Ouest, les contrats en septembre étant plus 
nombreux qu’en tout autre mois de l’année courante. Les neuf premiers mois de cette année les 
contrats adjugés valent $143,462,000, déclin considérable sur la méme période de 1937. Les rap- 
ports indiquent que les nouvelles affaires en perspective s’élévent & $24,395,000 en septembre, 4 
rapprocher de $24,618,000 le mois précédent. 


Secours au chémage 

En aoifit le total des sans-travail valides s’établit 4 124,000, déclin de 6 p.c. sur celui de 
juillet qui était de 132,000. Le déclin net sur le méme mois de I’an dernier est de 13 p.c. La cime 
de cette année a été atteinte en février (174,932) et depuis ce temps il y a eu des déclins d’un mois 
& l'autre. En aofit les personnes recevant des secours autres qu’agricoles se chiffrent 4 474,000, 
déclin de 24,000 ou de 5 p.c. sur juillet. Environ 70,000 fermiers qui, avec les personnes & leurs 
charges, forment une population agricole de 304,000 Ames, recoivent des secours agricoles. Le 
total montre un certain déclin sur juillet de cette année, mais il est de 30 p.c. plus fort qu’en aott 
1937. L’augmentation du grand total vient de ce que l’augmentation de fermiers recevant se- 
cours en Saskatchewan dépasse la réduction d’urbains secourus dans tout le pays. 
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Commerce d’exportation 


Le semestre terminé en septembre 1938 les exportations valent $419,200,000, contre $577,- 
700,000 la méme période de l’an dernier. Dans la méme comparaison, les réexportations s’élévent 
4 $37,400,000 et $8,800,000 respectivement. La forte augmentation des réexportations de pro- 
duits étrangers s’explique par les substantielles exportations d’or monnayé cette année, qui 
s’établissent 4 environ $33,000,000 le semestre terminé en septembre comparativement 4 $17,- 
000,000 seulement la méme période de |’an dernier. Ces exportations d’or antérieurement importé 
se substituent aux exportations de métal canadien et une partie du déclin des exportations do- 
mestiques s’explique par la baisse dans les expéditions de lingots d’or non monétaire, de $70,300,000 
le semestre terminé en septembre |’an dernier 4 $23,900,000 la méme période de cette année. 

Le grand total des exportations de marchandises, monnaies et lingots, avec ajustement pour 
les affectations d’or & la Banque du Canada, s’éléve & $659,600,000 les huit premiers mois de 
l’année courante, & rapprocher de $751,100,000 la méme période de 1937. Les importations de 
marchandises, monnaies et lingots s’établissent 4 $477,000,000 comparativement 4 $523,500,000. 
Sur cette base, la balance active du commerce pendant la période écoulée de 1938 est de $182,- 
600,000, contre $227,600,000 les mémes mois de 1937. 


Prix de gros 


Les prix de gros s’orientent 4 la baisse les neuf premiers mois de l’année courante. Les pro- 
duits de la ferme, spécialement les grains, sont particuliérement faibles en juillet et aoft, ce qui 
est principalement df aux excellentes récoltes de cette année. Un déclin persistant se produit 
dans l’indice général des prix de gros au cours des deux mois. En septembre, toutefois, le déclin 
s’arréte au moins temporairement. L’indice mensuel de 576 denrées ne fait voir que des fluc- 
tuations peu importantes les six semaines terminées le 6 octobre. Par suite de l’orientation décli- 
nante les quatorze derniers mois, le niveau des prix canadiens est considérablement au-dessous 
de celui de la période correspondante de 1937. La semaine du 7 octobre l’indice est de 74-2, 
contre 84-8 la méme semaine de 1937, soit un déclin de 12} p.c. Les premiéres semaines d’oc- 
tobre le cours des métaux est particuli¢rement fort & Londres et 4 New-York. A Londres le 
cuivre électrolytique cote £51 5s le 11 octobre comparativement & £46 15 s le 12 septembre. 
A New-York le cuivre domestique avance 4 11 cents la livre le 13 octobre, ce qui représente un 
gain d’exactement un cent la livre depuis juillet dernier. A cette époque la reprise industrielle 
et l’expansion de la demande avaient permis aux producteurs de commencer A réduire leurs stocks 
accumulés depuis des mois pendant la régression commerciale de 1937-38. Il y a également eu 
de récentes avances pour le plomb et le zinc, la cote de ce dernier se maintenant actuellement & 
un niveau plus élevé qu’en tout temps depuis novembre |’an dernier. 


Cours des valeurs mobiliéres 


Malgré les fluctuations considérables, les actions ordinaires résistent aux influences de la 
dépression en 1938. Les premiéres semaines d’octobre elles recouvrent 4 peu prés le niveau de 
janvier. Trés fortement dominés par |’incertitude de la situation politique en Europe, les titres 
passent par deux cycles complets en septembre. Le déclin au cours du mois est neutralisé par 
les avances des quelques derniers jours et des premiéres semaines d’octobre. La semaine du 7 oc- 
tobre l’indice du cours des valeurs est d’environ 7 p.c. seulement au-dessous de celui de la méme 
semaine de 1937, alors que sévissait une violente réaction. En septembre les paiements de divi- 
dendes par les corporations canadiennes surpassent ceux de tout méme mois depuis 1930 et dé- 
passent d’un million de dollars le total de septembre 1937. D’aprés des estimations officieuses 
les déboursés forment un total de $19,676,000, A rapprocher de $18,747,000 en septembre 1937 
et $14,583,000 le méme mois de 1936. 


Les paiements de dividendes par les compagnies dont les titres sont inscrits 4 la Bourse et 
au Curb de Montréal se chiffreront 4 $14,300,000 en octobre. Ceci représente un déclin de $994,000 
sur les $15,261,000 payés le méme mois |’an dernier; ce mois-ci 89 compagnies paient des divi- 
dendes, en regard de 91 compagnies le méme mois de 1937. Les mines canadiennes distribueront 
$4,691,000 en octobre. Y compris les suppléments, 21 dividendes sont annoncés pour le mois et 
la liste porte un nombre frappant de mines de la Colombie Britannique. La distribution pour 
les dix mois terminés en octobre s’éléve & $191,800,000 comparativement & $181,600,000 la méme 
période de 1937, augmentation de $10,200,000. 
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Commerce international en valeurs mobiliéres 


Les huit premiers mois de 1938 le volume du commerce international du Canada en valeurs 
mobiliéres est presque de $440,000,000, contre plus de $731,000,000 la méme période de 1937, 
Cependant, la rentrée nette de capitaux est plus considérable en 1938; les ventes nettes 4 tous les 
pays A la fin d’aofit 1938 dépassent $26,600,000, a rapprocher d’un peu plus de $8,000,000 les 
mémes mois de 1937. Les ventes sur solde aux Etats-Unis surpassent $25,500,000 les huit pre- 
miers mois de 1938; la méme période le Canada achéte sur solde des Etats-Unis des valeurs mo- 
biliéres valant presque $9,300,000 et il vend sur solde aux ‘‘autres pays” pour plus de $10,000,000 
en valeurs mobiliéres, 


La période de huit mois le Canada vend sur solde pour plus de $10,600,000 d’obligations 
canadiennes et pour presque $17,500,000 d’actions canadiennes aux Etats-Unis, pour plus de 
$1,600,000 d’obligations canadiennes au Royaume-Uni, pour $2,100,000 d’obligations cana- 
diennes et $8,800,000 d’actions canadiennes aux ‘autres pays’; la méme période les rachats 
d’actions canadiennes du Royaume-Uni surpassent $9,100,000. 

Washington annonce que les immobilisations des Etats-Unis au Canada s’élévent 4 $3,630,- 
000,000, plus du tiers de toutes les immobilisations des Etats-Unis 4 l’étranger. En comparaison, 
les immobilisations canadiennes sont de $2,562,000,000 en Amérique du Sud; de $2,372,000,000 
en Europe; et de plus de $800,000,000 aux Antilles. 


Finances fédérales 


Le premier semestre de l’année fiscale courante les revenus du Dominion approchent $287,- 
000,000, contre $280,000,000 la période correspondante de l’année fiscale précédente. Les revenus 
spéciaux portent le grand total 4 $287,500,000 comparativement A $280,900,000. Les dépenses 
ordinaires donnent un total de $176,700,000 comparativement 4 $174,500,000. Les dépenses 
spéciales montrent un déclin de $13,500,000 comparativement 4 $20,600,000, tandis que les 
versements aux entreprises du Gouvernement passent de $29,800,000 4 $43,100,000. Les dé- 
penses de la Défense Nationale augmentent, tandis que le paiement d’intéréts sur la dette pu- 


blique diminue de $59,100,000 4 $55,300,000. Le gain net des revenus est rendu possible par la 
situation des recettes de l’impét sur le revenu. Les cinq premiers mois l’augmentation est de 
$20,800,000; il faut y ajouter le gain de $1,100,000 en septembre, ce qui porte le total du semestre 
& prés de $22,000,000. Il y a des déclins dans les droits de douane, les droits d’accise et les taxes 
d’accise. Le premier semestre de 1938 les recettes totales provenant de la taxation sont de $263,- 
000,000, contre $255,500,000 le premier semestre de l’année fiscale précédente. 


LA SITUATION AUX ETATS-UNIS 


Le volume de la production industrielle augmente en septembre pour le quatriéme mois 
consécutif. Un tiers du déclin entre aofdt l’an dernier et mai de l’année courante est absorbé. 
L’amélioration de la production industrielle en septembre se produit en présence de |’influence 
restrictive de la situation critique en Europe. Les opérations des aciéries augmentent conti- 
nuellement pendant le mois et sont le plus considérables depuis octobre 1937. Les inventaires 
de cuivre, de plomb et de zinc déclinent en aofit. Les expéditions de cuivre et de zinc augmentent. 
L’incertitude causée par la crise européenne, la hausse des prix 4 Londres et les bonnes affaires 
domestiques stimulent la demande de métaux non ferreux le mois sous revue. Aprés ajustement 
saisonnier, les contrats de construction déclinent légérement en septembre, mais le total sur- 
passe de plus de 25 p.c. celui du méme mois de |’an dernier. La production d’automobiles aug- 
mente la derniére partie de septembre, car la fermeture des fabriques en vue de |’introduction 
des nouveaux modéles s’est faite plus tét que d’habitude. Il y a des déclins dans la plupart des 
branches de l'industrie textile le mois sous revue. Les ventes de détail font des gains en sep- 
tembre, continuant l’avance de juin et juillet. Les ventes des magasins 4 rayons et des épiceries 
en chaine se maintiennent le dernier mois ov les statistiques sont établies. Le trafic-marchandises 
des chemins de fer est. de 10 p.c. plus considérable qu’en mai, creux de l’année courante. Les 
groupes majeurs de marchandises participent a l’avance sur le mois précédent.
